the Perils That Beset tlie Builders 


of Big: Bridges. 


The design of a long bridge span Is 


one of the most elaborate mathemat- 
ical problems that arise in constructive 
work. The stresses produced by Its 
own weight, by the weight of traffic, 
by Iceornotivedrivers, by the hammer- 
ing of flattcii|tl whqels, by the action 
of brakes on an express train, by the 
high speed on a curved track, by the 
wind and by the expansion and con- 
traction of the steel in summer and 
winter arc all accurately calculated. 
The deflection of the loaded and un- 
loaded bridge is determined, and com- 
plete drawings arc made of every mem- 
ber of it. The bars of steel are tested 
in machines which will pull iu two a 
horsehair or a stool bar strong enough 
to lift half a score of the heaiicst lo 
comotives at once, and which will 
cn.is.li an eggshell or a steel column, 
and accurate.l\ measure the stress in 
each case. The different kinds of mem- 
beis are forged, rheted. bored, or 
planed in perhaps half a dozen remote 
shops, and. although usually not fitted 
togfther there, are examined and meas- 
ured by specialists to see that they are 
correct, and are then shipped by scores 
of carloads to the site of the proposed 
structure, -where steam derricks unload 
them and pile them many feet high in 
stacks covering acres of ground. 


The bridge piers may rise above the 


water hundreds of feet apart. It re- 
| mains to place them on a thousand ton 
' structure, high above a savage chasm, 
1 over an impassable current or roaring 
1 tide, M here the water is deep, the bot- 
tom of jagged rocks or treacherous 
quicksand, or where an old bridge must 
be remo\ed and the new one built in 
its place without interrupting traffic 
on the bridge. To accomplish this the 
engineer has tir.il or, bolts and ropes, 
hoisting ensinos. derricks and a band 
of intrepid builders who have perhaps 
followed him for years throueh more 
hardship and danger than fall to the 


i lot of almost anj other calling. 


I 
The complicated framework of 
a 


great span is a skeleton with many 
accurate joints and thousands of steel 
sinews and bones, each of which must 
go in exactly th« right place in cxact- 
ly the right order. The builder must 


I weave into the trusses pieces larger, 


I heavier and far more inflexible than 


I whole tree trunks, sw.ftly hoist and 
swing them to place hundreds of feet 
high, fit together the massive girders 
and huge forced bars with watchmak- 
er's accuracy, support the unwieldy 
masses until they arc keyed together 
and self sustaining, and under mil- 
lions of pounds of stress must adjust 
them at dizzy hoights to mathematical 
lines. Tliis be may need to do not de- 
liberately, but in dangerous emergen- 
cies, at utmost speed, putting forth his 
whole strength on narrow, springing 
planks in a furious tempest, in bitter 
cold or in blazing beat. Ho may be 
in the heart of an African desert, men- 
aced by bloodthirsty fanatics, or in a 
gorge of the Andes, hundreds of miles 
from tools or supplies, where there is 
absolutely no supplement to his own 
resources.

It was the first and most desirable 


point of vanta-e coveted by both the 
Federal and Confederate armies. In 
May, 1SG1, the four Federal advance

SIDE LIGHTS ON HISTORY. 


tetters l>y a finr-cayd Man 


"Who Served Under Washington. 
Some curiaus side lights on history, as 


valuable in their way as the more seri- 
ous studies, are found in a little collec- 
tion of letters from a Revolutionary 
soldier which are preserved in the Har- 
vard library. They were written to 
relatives and friends in New Hamp- 
shire by one William "Weeks, a Har- 
vard graduate, who was an oflicer in 
Washington's army. 
'Homesickness must have been severe 


at times, though in one of his letters 
from Valley Forge this soldier seems 
to have had a hard smuggle between 
his natural pleasure at the honors 
which he was fortunate enough to be 
accorded and his nostalgia. "This 
Day," he writes, "I must be at Gen'l 
Sullivan's to take Dinner with him, the 
other day I had as great an Honour 
confer'd upon me—I had the Honour 
to take a Glass of Wine with Gen'l 
Washington & his Lady—But at the 
same time I should count as great an 
Honour to have the satisfaction of see- 
ing, conversing & taking a Glass of 
Wine with my—Friends at Home." 


There Is a curious indication of the 


state of mind in the Continental army 
at times during the war in another 
letter, where Mr. Weeks says, "If my 
Wages were not higher than I expected 
when at Home, I would by no means 
tarry, but as they are rais'd, and for 
the Love I have for the Country, I can 
by no Means think of leaving the 
Army." 


That the manner of obtaining a Her- 


vard degree has changed radically in 
the last hundred years appears in a 
paragraph written at Valley Forge in 
1TTS. Weeks had taken bis A. B. three 
years before that, but evidently was 
anticipating an A. M. "As the cam- 
paign is coming on," he wrote, "I have 
but little expectation of coming home 
for my degree." But it appears that in 
consideration of the §10 which his fam- 
ily forwarded to the college in response 
to this request the desired honor was 
conferred.

Had the parrot been look- 
ing for his dinner and thought the hind 
would make a good first course this 
sudden change of color might h^v 
scared him off, just as the sudden bris- 
tling of a cat makes a dog change his 
mind.

Some years ago an ingenious 


dealer in this city, which is the ship- 
ping point of Ecuador, had a few 
dozen hats -woven in the fedora or al- 
pine shape. These he sent to London, 
and one of them was presented to the 
Prince of Wales. Their success was 
instantaneous and overwhelming, and 
they sold at a tremendous figure. 


Later panama hats of this shape 


were sent to tlie United States, where 
they were received with no less favor 
than in Enghind. The demand for 
panama, alpine and fedora hats has 
grown marvelously since then, as indi- 
cated by the immense shipments from 
this and other Central American ports. 


The genuine panama hats are made 


by the Indians—old men, women and 
children—in the interior of Ecuador, 
from -whence the best come, and of Co- 
lombia and Peru.- They are woven of 
the leaves of the seamless screw palm, 
which the Indians call the jipijapa 
(pronouncing it hippyhappa) and which 
naturalists call the Carludovica pal- 
mata. • 


This plant grows profusely in a wild 


state all over the isthmus of Panama 
and elsewhere in Colombia, in Ecuador 
and Peru and to a considerable extent 
,on the islands of Jamaica and Porto 
Rico. The leaves, plaited like a fan, are 
borne on three cornered stalks six to 
fourteen feet high. They are about 
four feet in diameter and deeply cut 
into f-ouc or five divisions, each of 
which is again cut. The leaves are 
gathered while young and stiff, and 
the ^parallel veins are removed, after 
which they are split into shreds, but 
not separated at the stalk end, and im- 
mersed in boiling water for a- short 
time and bleached in the sun. 


These fibers, which are a half inch 


thick and a yard or so in length, are 
rolled by the weavers from either edge, 
thus leaviug no raw'or exposed edges. 
Thus is produced a round yard long 
straw. This is pressed out flat, when 
it is ready to be woven by deft and 
skillful fingers. 


The Indians sit on the ground in 


front of their huts to work, the hat 
block, a wooden sphere of the shape 
desired, 
between ' their knees. 
The 


straw is pliable, and every moment 
they dip it in water. They begin to 
weave from the center of the crown, 
and their .little circular beginnirg, 
which is the size of a ten cent piece, is 
called the button.

"As every man has 
received a gift, even so let him mm- 
ister the same one to another as good 
Stewarts of the manifold 
grace of 


God." 


Dr. Hunt spoke in part as follows: 


"We are all prone to ste special times 
to judge ourselves, but too often judge 
other people at all times. We are too 
ready to believe that between the 
present and our self appointed judg- 
ment day we can make up any mora 
deficits. But this is a mistake; every 
day is doomsday for some of us, and 
for many the day of crisis is past nev- 
ei to return. For the class before me 
this is a day of special significance 
and decision for many; 
for others 


some days in the past was fraught 
with great responsibility, and at that 
time some course was decided upon 
for god or evil, onn which today will 
not, canna, have any effect. 


'•The text suggests two thoughts, 


gifts and services 
All that we are or 


have is given to us. At this time and 
this place the most important gifts 
of which we think are home 
influ- 


ences, a free country and education. 


"By suffering and 
self-denials of 


which we know nothing, this country 
Tvith its freedom of worship has come 
to us as a gift, a free heritage for 
which we should be profoundly thank- 
ful. 


"By the sacrifices of home educa- 


tion for many is made possible. Good 
blood and home training are pure 
gift?. Our ancestry is nothing for us 
to be proud of. We had nothing to 
do with choosing them. Instead of 
insolent pride, when our noble an- 
cestry is mentioned it should bring 
the blush of shame to our cheeks 
when we think of our shortcomings. 
"There is going to be a new aristoc- 
r?cy. Instead of a man belonging to 
a certain aristocracy because of the 
nobility of his ancestry, his character 
of goodness, probity, and 
purity 
of 


life will be to us the guarantee of the 
royalty of the blood which courses 
through his veins. 


"I once heard a man say 'I paid my 


way through college,' meaning -that 
a= he thought, he was not a benefi- 
cial > of the funds as 
some others. 


Foolish man. It he would only take 
the trouble to examine the treasurer's 
report of the institution \\hich Gl" at- 
tended, he would be surprised at the 
large proportion of the costs of his 
education that was a pure gift 


'•In service we should administer 


the "same" 
gifts, those which we 


have, and not waste time in wishing 
for the gifts of sqme one else. Let us 
do our duty, at ail times, whatever 
that may be, ministering our gift as 
good Stewarts with fidelity and 
for
